Amendment Entry 

1 . The amendment filed January 20, 2005 has been entered. Claims 4, 7 and 17- 
31 have been cancelled. Claims 1 and 14have been amended. Claims 32-33 have been 
newly added. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 8-16 and 32-33 are under consideration. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 

2. The rejection of claims 14-15 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) has been withdrawn in view 
of applicants' amendments, declaration and arguments. 

New Grounds of Objection 
Claim Objections 

3. Claims 5-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claims 5-6 are 
dependent upon cancelled claim 4. Therefore appropriate correction is required. 

New Grounds of Rejection 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 32-33 recite that the antibody comprises an 
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antibody fragment. Because of the comprising language it is unclear if the antibody 
further comprises an antibody fragment also or if the antibody is an antibody fragment. 
Therefore clarification is required to overcome the rejection.
